Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 

combination with the cited prior art so as to satisfy the combination of the present 
independent claim 1; especially, the prior art fails to teach a detail and structural 
interrelationship between the lens having an engaging hole on the nosepiece; each 
lateral wings portions being formed with a connecting slot, the front part of the frame 
having an engaging post projecting rearwards from a middle thereof and the front part 
having lateral engaging parts formed on inward sides of the folded ends thereof.
